LITTLE DAVID WAS 
NO SCHOOL OF FISH 


HE Navy will celebrate 11 April 

as the 60th anniversary of the 
Submarine Service. There is edito- 
rial “birthday” comment on “The 
New Big Bang For The Silent 
Service” on Page 10. 

But submarine combat history in 
the United States dates back much 
earlier than the purchase of the 
USS Holland in 1900, 

Thirty-six years earlier, the sub- 
marine David of the Confederate 
Navy sank the 1240-ton steam- 
sloop USS Housatonic on 17 Febru- 
ary 1864 off Charleston, S. C. 

Here is how it happened: 

“At about 8:45 of the first watch, 
the officer of the deck discovered, 
while looking in the direction of 
Breach Inlet battery, a slight dis- 


turbance of the water, like that 
produced by a porpoise ... The 
quartermaster examined it with 


his glass and pronounced it a 
school of fish.” 

The quartermaster was wrong. 
It was no school of fish. It was 
little David, a Confederate subma- 
rine propelled by eight men on a 
pump handle. She was capable of 
submerging for two or three hours.

Army Wants Augmentation Rule-Change 
For Navy, USMC, AF Officer Service 


HE Army is seeking Congressional authority to change its augmentation rules to 

permit officers appointed in Regular ranks, in the future, to receive full credit 
for active Federal commissioned duty in another Service. 

Under present law, the Army can credit augmented officers only with active 
commissioned Army service performed after 6 December 1941 and after their 21st 


birthday. 


In the Air Force, augmented officers can be given full credit for all active com- 
missioned service in the Armed Forces performed after applicants reach their 21st 


birthday. 


The Defense Department said present law “penalizes officers on active duty 
with the Army who have faithfully served their country in a sister service.”

Academy Chiefs 
Agree On Objectives

The third annual conference of the 
Superintendents of the four Service 
Academies was held at Annapolis last 
week, 

Participating in the three-day con- 
ferences were Lt. Gen. G. H. Davidson, 
USA; Maj. Gen. Wm. S, Stone, USAF; 
RAdm, S. H. Evans, USCG; and RAdm. 
C, L, Melson USN. 

Also attending the conferences were 
the Commandants, Deans and key staff 
members of the respective academies. 

Highlighting the agreements reached 
during the conferences were: 

(1) That the methods of selecting 
candidates should go beyond academic 
measures of achievement and should 
include measures of leadership and moti- 
vation for a service career. That, al- 
though this is in practice, it should be 
extended. The Superintendents noted 
with satisfaction that an increasing num- 
ber of members of Congress are authoriz- 
ing the academies to determine the best 
qualified nominees for admittance. 

(2) That continuing research is needed 
in the field of admissions and approved 
a meeting of persons responsible for 
such research each fall to exchange in- 
formation and coordinate research proj- 
ects, 

(3) That the elective and enrichment 
programs which have been developed 
over the last three years at the Service 
Academies are meeting with the enthus- 
iasm of students and faculty and that 
the strengthening and expansion of such 
programs will be continued. 

(4) That a minimum tour of four years 
for officer-instructors is desirable (al- 
ready in effect at Air Force and Coast 
Guard academies), 

(5) That the Fourth Class or Plebe in- 
doctrination programs are essential in 
leadership training of cadets and mid- 
shipmen, 

(6) That the Public Information Offi- 
cers would meet at an early date for the 
purpose of developing a public informa- 
tion program based on objectives com- 
mon to all service academies. 

(7) That the respective Directors of 
Athletics would meet periodically as an 
Athletic Council to outline a program 
of inter-academy athletic policies and 
schedules, said Council to be advisory in 


nature and responsible to the Superin- : 


tendents.

MILLIONS AT STAKE IN CLAIMS COURT 
ACTION ON RESERVE RETIREMENT CASES 


OURT of Claims suits which could mean millions of dollars for approxi- 

mately 6,000 Reservists who served in WWI may be decided this Fall. 

Introduced last May, the suits would provide Reserve officers who served 
in the Armed Forces prior to 12 November 1918 and who were retired after 
16 June 1942, 75% of their pay as of the date of retirement. 

This would be the same as benefits provided by law for retired Regular 
officers with service in WWI and WWII or later. 

Three separate, but similar suits have been introduced before the Court 
of Claims on behalf of Army, Navy and Air Force Reserve officers by Col. 
George H. Foster, USAR-Ret. He is a former Commissioner of’ the Claims 


The first case, concerning Army Reserve officers, had been expected to 


Court officials told THe JOURNAL this week that it probably will be sched- 
uled in September, and a decision may be announced as early as December. 
Colonel Foster has estimated that the back pay which each claimant 
could expect to receive from a favorable decision would average approxi- 
mately $10,000. Other estimates are that a favorable ruling for the plaintiffs 
eventually could cost the Government $250 million, when both past and future

gerous days of WWII and to all who have 
given the best years of their life in loyal, 
honorable service in our Armed Forces.” 

He said: “We also will retain the in- 
valuable concept that a retired member 
of the Armed Forces is still a part—and 
an important part—of our defense team.” 

Secretary Gates remarked that his 
views are “shared unanimously by the 
military departments and the President.” 


He launched his testimony by tracing 
the history of the 1958 Military Pay Act, 
recalling that, as originally drafted by 
the Defense Department, the measure 
was designed “to accomplish sweeping 
changes in the military pay system,” and 
that it “was not intended as an across- 
the-board pay raise to meet an increase in 
the cost of living.” 

It was for this reason, the Secretary 
said, that the Department “specifically 
excluded any increase in retired pay for 
those retired prior to enactment of the 
bill.” 

Congress, however, after extensive 
hearings, “found reason to amend the bill 
to provide increased compensation in ad- 
dition to the career incentive features,” 
he noted. 

“Since the bill’s passage,” he _ said, 
“protest has mounted among retired 
people against what they consider to be 
a departure from the traditional active 
duty pay-retired pay relationship.” 


He recalled that this traditional rela- 
tionship has a long history dating back 
to the first general retirement law, 1861, 
which geared retired pay to active duty 
pay. Although there was a departure from 
the practice in 1922, Secretary Gates said, 
the tradition was restored in 1926. 

He recalled also that the relationship 
has not been confined “only to pay in- 
creases.” Reductions in active duty pay 
during the years 1932 to 1935, were ap- 
plied to retired pay as well, he said. 

“Such reasons, among others,” he told 
the Committee, “give status to the case 
for the recomputation of retired pay as 
recommended in HR 11318.” This is the 
new retirement equalization bill recently 
introduced (THE JOURNAL, 26 March) by 
Representative Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex). 


The Secretary said the Defense Depart- 
ment has carefully studied comments re- 
ceived from retired military personnel 
and others speaking in their behalf, and 
has “concluded that we should request 
the Congress to revert to the time-hon- 
ored relationship between retired and 
active duty pay.” 

He said there undoubtedly “is merit in 
the assertion that morale in the active 
forces will be further enhanced by re- 
storing the increase to those receiving 
retired pay under the same law but re- 
tired prior to 1 June 1958.” 

Secretary Gates told the Committee 
the Department “does not desire any dis- 
crimination to exist against our retired 
personnel and particularly those officers 
who bore the brunt of senior responsibil- 
ity in command during wartime, many of 





whom did so with great distinction, pa- 
triotism and heroism.” 

The Secretary said it has been pointed 
out “that these officers are denied the 
traditional corresponding raise in their 
retirement pay, while it will be given to 
those who came after them who served 
in lesser roles of responsibility during 
wartime and some in the future who may 
never be exposed to combat.” 


“We urge Congress to pass this bill,” 
he said. 

The Committee completed hearings on 
the bill 6 April after taking additional 
testimony from Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Charles C. Finucane and repre- 
sentatives of the Retired Officers’ As- 
sociation, American Legion, Fleet Re- 
serve Association, Disabled Officers As- 
sociation and the Reserve Officers As- 
sociation, 

Acting Chairman Paul J. Kilday 
(D-Tex.) told The Journal he believes 
the full committee “is going to report 
the bill as offered.” He said he had 
heard of no “asserted opposition” to 
the measure when it reaches the 
House floor. 


All of the association representatives 
endorsed the measure and Secretary 
Finucane urged favorable consideration 
“in the strongest possible terms.” 

Secretary Finucane said the “average” 
annual increases for officers would range 
from $25 for second lieutenants to $4,586 
each for eleven former chiefs of staff. 
Enlisted increases would range from $4 a 
year for E-3s to $113 for E-7s. 


MATS’ L/G Tunner 
Retires In Spring 


Lt. Gen. William H. Tunner, USAF, 
Commander of the Military Air Transport 
Service since 1958, will retire late this 
spring. 

A former Air Force Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Operations and Commander-in- 
Chief of U. S. Air Force in Europe, Gen- 
eral Tunner is a 1928 graduate of the 
U.S. Military Academy.

An outstanding authority on military 
airlift, he commanded the “Hump” lift 
over the Himalayas during WWII, the 
Berlin Airlift in 1948 and 1949, and the 
U. S, airlift during the Korean War.

It 
would either have to eliminate it or 
agree to it. 

Obviously, there are many possible out- 
comes for the future. But the hard fact 
of the matter is that, right now, Serv- 
ice officers nearing retirement are con- 
fronted with formidable obstacles in 
obtaining employment for which they 
are professionally qualified and legally 
eligible.

on Navy Reorganization. At the time 
the Report was issued last year, Secre- 
tary Franke was serving as Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

The prospective change in sleeve 
markers was approved by Secretary of 
Defense (then Secretary of the Navy) 
Thomas S. Gates, jr. 

Administrative creation of special 
sleeve insignia for Line specialist offi- 
cers has been frequently advocated by 
Unrestricted Line officers who contend 
that the Line Star’s meaning is lost 
when it is worn by officers who are re- 
stricted in performance of duty and who 
are not qualified to take command of 
ships. 

Some Naval officers have strong objec- 
tions to the fact that many WAVES 
wear the Line Star. 

Action on the matter has been de- 
ferred repeatedly by the Bureau of 
Naval Personne] because of the com- 
plexity of the problem and the many 
divergent viewpoints held by both Re- 
stricted and Unrestricted Line officers. 

There have been numerous sugges- 
tions offered to denote officers serving 
in the Restricted Line. One of the most 
recurring proposals received by the 
Navy’s Permanent Uniform Board, 
which acts for the Bureau of Personnel 
in such matters, is that a single device 
be adopted for all categories of Re- 
stricted Line officers, This idea has been 
rejected consistently by the Navy on the 
theory that a single Restricted Line 
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sleeve insignia for all categories of Re- 
stricted Line officers would be too broad 
in scope and would fail to denote in- 
dividual talents. 

Other past suggestions have included 
recommendations that a colored star be 
adopted and that various. colored 
patches be placed behind the Line Star. 
Another suggestion was that circles or 
pentagons be placed around the sleeve 
marker. 

The proposal contained in the Franke 
Report gave impetus toward a resolu- 
tion of the problem. The Uniform Board 
sent. letters to top-ranking officers of 
the Restricted Line asking them to poll 
officers and submit recommendations, 
The various Restricted Line categories 
called special meetings to obtain the 
views of officers who wold be affected 
by the proposal, 

The Bureau of Naval Personnel de- 
clines to state what recommendations 
it will forward to the Navy Secretary. 
THE JOURNAL has learned, however, that 
a majority of Restricted Line officers 
oppose any change, At Pentagon meet- 
ings they expressed the conviction that 
one of the hallmarks of the Navy uni- 
form is its uncluttered appearance. 

In recommending to the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel that the Line Star be 
retained for all categories of officers of 
the Line, they pointed out that creation 
of specialist insignia could handicap the 
performance of duties.

Committee this week, to report on the 
activities of his command (see Page 26) 
and to urge a five-pronged personnel 
program. He said: 

“I think we can attract the type of 
personnel we want, and hold them, The 
pay bill was an enlightened action to- 
ward that end. There are other things 
we could do right now.” 

Here is what General Power would 
like to see done, with a status report in 
each of the five areas: 

1. Spot Promotions. The SAC CinC 
topped his program of personnel actions 
with a proposal that present authority 
for spot promotions be augmented “to 
provide an increase grade structure for 
combat crews.” He said this will require 
legislation modifying the Officers’ Grade 
Limitation Act, 

Late last year (THE JOURNAL 19 Decem- 
ber), General Power was put on notice 
by USAF Headquarters that SAC must 
begin to plan for a possible termination 
of the spot promotion program. As for 
the modification of the OGLA, the De- 
fense Department has no plans to sub- 
mit legislation before 1961. 

2. Responsibility Pay. General Power 
told the Senators that the officer respon- 
sibility pay section of the 1958 Military 
Pay Act should be implemented. 

About $12 million for all the Services 
is involved. The Defense Department has 
had this matter under study for months, 
and there is every indication that is ex- 
actly where it will remain for many 
more months. The Air Force has been 
pushing for implementation. The Navy 
is looking into the matter again. The 
Army and Marines are cool to the idea 
in the absence of any firm policy deci- 
sions on the DoD level. 

3. Alert Pay. General Power told the 
Senators that he wants to give his 
“Alert Force” crews $10 a day for every 
24 hours they are on alert. “It’s a real 
inconvenient way to live and I want 
them to know we appreciate it,” he said.

BELL TELEPHONE SYSTEM 
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General Power Deserves More Support 


The one voice heard most frequently in behalf of improving the 
quality of military personnel is that of General Thomas S, Power, 
Commander in Chief of the Strategic Air Command. Like his predeces- 
sor, General Curtis E. LeMay, who led the battle for enactment of the 
Cordiner Bill, General Power never misses an opportunity to point out 
that, as he expressed it in his presentation to Congress (see story on 
first page) “the field of personnel is one of the areas where we can 
do more for our defense posture than possibly in any other area.” 

The areas of improvement for which General Power is now plug- 
ging are set forth in our story on the first page of this issue together 
with THE JOURNAL’S analysis of their present status. General Power, of 
course, is supporting his argument with conditions peculiar to SAC. 
Nevertheless, if he succeeds in his campaign the rest of the Air Force 
and all of the other Services will benefit. 

General Power is leading the way. We hope other military and 
civilian leaders will work as assiduously to the same ends. He deserves 
and should have more vocal and active support at the Department of 
Defense level. 


“Silent Service” With Big New Bang 


Six decades ago, on 11 April 1900, the U. S. Navy purchased from 
the Electric Boat Company its first submarine, USS Holland. THe Jour- 
NAL issue of 14 April 1900 reported that the cost was $150,000 and noted 
that the Company would be required to deposit $90,000 in a national 
bank as a surety for completion of another submarine, USS Plunger. 

“Few officers of the Navy have, until recently, realized just what 
the Holland ships of like construction are capable of performing,” THE 
JOURNAL wrote 60 years ago. 

The great progress that has been made in undersea warfare since 
the days of the Holland is pointed up anew with the commissioning 9 
April of the Navy’s second Fleet Ballistic Missile submarine, Patrick 
Henry. Built at a cost of more than $100 million by the Electric Boat 
Division of General Dynamics Corporation, she joins the pioneer Polaris 
submarine, George Washington. 

The first five Polaris submarines will be capable of firing missiles 
a distance of 1200 miles. Subsequent ships will mount 1500-mile missiles. 
RAdm. William F. Raborn, the Navy’s Special Projects Chief and head 
of the Polaris program, has revealed (THE JOURNAL 2 April) that funds 
are being sought for work on a 2500-mile Polaris. 

The Navy is hopeful that the success of the Polaris tests to date and 
the outcome of critical firings which take place over the next four months 
will result in budget action to accelerate the program. Admiral Arleigh 
Burke, Chief of Naval Operations, has told of the Navy’s desire for 45 
Polaris submarines. Nine have been authorized to date; three more are 
included in the Administration’s fiscal ’61 budget. 

In 1900, there were great doubts about what the submarine could 
accomplish. The 168-ton Holland, which was 63 feet long, gave a new 
dimension to U. S. seapower. In 1960, the 5400-ton George Washington 
and Patrick Henry, which are 380 feet long (later Polaris submarines 
will grow to 6900 tons and 410 feet), herald a bold era in sea warfare. 
The major doubts today are not what the submarine can accomplish. 
The concern now centers on whether adequate support is being given to 
the “Silent Service” with the big new bang.

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Widows, Orphans Join Battle Ranks 
In Committee Fight Over Hébert Bill 


ONGRESSIONAL concern about post-retirement employment of military officers 

by defense contractors is not a matter on which members of the House of 
Representatives see eye-to-eye. 

Some believe the toughest-possible restriction would not be too severe to prevent 
“influence peddling” by retired officers. Others hold that lack of evidence of any 
such “influence peddling” indicates that no restrictions are necessary at all. Still 
others believe that a Congressional admonition would be adequate to ward off 
any possibility of contemplated wrong-doing. 


The three camps were forced to take one of two sides when final House action 
(see page one) reached the voting stage. 

Right up to curtain time on the House floor debate, however, there were 
widely conflicting differences of opinion even among members of the normally close- 
knit House Armed Services Committee. 

In a surprise move, 5 April, the Committee decided to take further action on 
the Hébert Bill which already had been approved and sent to the House floor. 


Far from unanimous in its approach to questions raised during initial con- 
sideration of the Hébert proposal, the Committee widened the breach during re- 
examination of the measure. 

By a split vote, 25-8, the Committee agreed to a new substitute plan which 
stiffened the penalties to be imposed on retired officers who take “sales” jobs with 
defense contractors, Anyone accepting a “sales” job within two years after retire- 
ment would lose his retired pay for two years. Additionally, he would be subject 
to Court Martial for an “unlawful” act. 


The first Hébert Bill underwent major surgery (THE JOURNAL, 12 March) before it 
was approved by a full Committee vote of 34-1. Only Representative Charles S. 
Gubser (R-Calif) voted against the measure and “reserved the right” to fight it on 
the floor. 

Later, however, Representative F. Edward Hébert (D-La) defected. Although he 
voted for the first Committee bill, Congressman Hébert, whose subcommittee had 
investigated retired employment practices, subsequently announced that the meas- 
ure, shorn of its original criminal penalties, would be an “open invitation” to influ- 
ence peddling. He said he would attempt to restore the criminal penalty provisions 
during floor action, His opposition to the plan was widely publicized. 

When the Committee met 5 April to begin hearings on another bill (to equal- 
ize retired pay), Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) cut the testimony short and post- 
poned further hearings on the measure until the following day. He then threw 
the meeting open to a discussion of the Hébert Bill by Representative Paul J. 
Kilday (D-Tex), the Committee expert on personnel legislation. 

Congressman Kilday told members of the Committee that since they had 
reported the Hébert measure to the floor, “the entire matter has gotten out of 
focus.” He said “statements in the press” made it appear that the Committee 
action was a “mere gesture,” although such was not the case. 

As approved originally, he said, the bill would have subjected violators to 
Court Martial proceedings. Despite the fact that this was not stated specifically 
in the bill, he said, it is explicit under the terms of the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. 


To clarify the situation, he suggesetd that the Committee adopt a new sub- 





stitute proposal clearly stipulating that it “shall be unlawful” for an officer to 


take a “sales” job for two years after he retires, and that if he does he will lose his 
retired pay for two years and be “tried by a court-martial.” 

As far as the original criminal penalties are concerned, Congressman Kilday 
said the Armed Services Committee has no jurisdiction over such matters. He 
added, too, that he is “not cognizant of any other instance in which a military 
officer is subject to trial by a civilian court because of his conduct as an officer.” 

The problem of applying criminal penalties also raises “another very, very serious 
situation,’ Congressman Kilday said. There would be a “grave danger,” he told 
the Committee, that such action would punish the “widow and orphans” of the 
officer by depriving them of benefits which they normally would receive. 

To make clear what he believed “was implict before—that a man would be 
subject to court martial—and to avoid any possibility that the punishment would 
be levied upon any other person, including the widow and orphans,” Congressman 
Kilday asked the Committee to accept his substitute plan. 

The Committee gave its approval only after Representative Hébert had offered 
a counter-proposal restoring the criminal penalties (a maximum $10,000 fine and a 
maximum one-year jail term, or both). He said his main objective was to “protect 
them [retired officers] against themselves.” Restoration of the criminal penalties 
was defeated by a vote of 24-10.

VADM. H. G. RICKOVER WILL HAVE AN 
INCREASING SAY in fashioning the careers 
of Naval officers. This results from the expanded 
nuclear submarine program, highlighted this 
week by the commissioning of the second Polaris 
ship, Patrick Henry. Admiral Rickover personal- 
ly interviews all officer applicants for nuclear 
submarine duty. He gives the final “yes or no” 
verdict. 


THE NAVY’S NAUTICAL NUCLEAR PIO- 
NEER has played much less of a role in the 
total Polaris effort than was the case with other 
nuclear submarines. But his power of decision 
in officer selections for Polaris crews will not 
suffer any battle damage. 


ASKED WHETHER PRESENT PROCED- 
URES for nuclear submarine crew selections will 
be continued for the double Blue and Gold Po- 
laris crews, the Navy told The Journal: “Po- 
laris submarines are nuclear submarines, There- 
fore, the policy for assignment of Blue and Gold 
crews to Polaris submarines conforms to the 
general policy for the assignment of officers to 
other nuclear submarines.” The Navy said no 
change is anticipated in the program in which 
“BUPERS and Admiral Rickover cooperate.” 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER’ WILL 
NAME-—probably within the next month— 
a new Canal Zone Governor and Panama 
Canal Company President. Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam E. Potter, 53, USMA ’28, will com- 
plete 4 years in that post on 20 June. Early 
in his career, he conducted surveys in the 
jungles of Nicaragua related to a possible 
second ocean-to-ocean canal. Because of the 
vulnerability of the present lock canal, his 
final recommendations will urge the con- 
struction of a sea level canal. 


GENERAL POWER’S NEW APPEAL for im- 
plementation of Responsibility Pay (see Page 
1) was made in a strategic forum. In urging 
such action before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, the SAC CinC could not be unmind- 
ful that the idea for extra officer pay of up to 
$150 per month originated in the Senate. The 
Senate and the House also have a way of being 
displeased when the Pentagon fails to put into 
effect legislation affecting the Armed Forces. 


SUPPORTERS OF THE B-70 PROGRAM on 
Capitol Hill are certain to be critical of the 
Pentagon’s announcement that the Air Force has 
completed an agreement with IBM to continue 
development of the advanced Bombing Naviga- 
tion Missile Guidance System. The original sub- 
contract from North American Aviation to IBM, 
when the B-70 was being developed under the 
widely heralded weapon system concept, was 
cancelled. The Defense Department now says 
that “because the bombing-navigation project 
also has applications to other advanced weapons 
systems and was nearing completion at the time 
of the cancellation it has been decided to con- 
tinue its development.” 


THE PENTAGON’S REPORT that the 
IBM work was cancelled as it was “nearing 
completion” and the announcement of its 
restoration, outside the weapon system ap- 
proach, points up the go-and-stop actions 
which have marred the B-70 effort. 


COMMUNITIES DEPENDENT on military 
expenditures face less economic threat than areas 
with big civilian industrial concentrations, ac- 
cording to Economist James C. Downs, jr., of 
Chicago. Mr. Downs made a report for a petro- 
leum company planning a community at San 
Diego. Studies of San Diego, San Antonio, and 
Pensacola, all sites of military activities “led us 
to the conclusion,” he said, “that there is even 
less risk of serious economic gyrations in those 
cities than there is in major civilian industrial 
concentrations.” 


DR. CLIFFORD C. FURNAS, University of 
Buffalo Chancellor and a former Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense for Research and Development, 
is the new Chairman of the Army Scientific Ad- 
visory Panel. His status in the scientific field 
and his former position at the Pentagon will be 
of great help to the Army in its $1 billion a year 
R&D program. The fact that specific projects 
gain the endorsement of Dr. Furnas and his 
panel of 60 prominent scientists, industrialists 
and educators, helps pave the way for DoD and 
BoB fiscal support. 


A THIRD STAR MAY BE IN PROSPECT for 
Maj. Gen. Donald N. Yates, USAF, who has 
been in command of the Atlantic Missile Range 
and the Air Force Missile Center at Patrick 
AFB, Fla., since July 1954. He is slated to be- 
come Deputy to Dr. Herbert F. York, Defense 
Department Director of Research and Engineer- 
ing. General Yates, 50, USMA ’31, won his sec- 
ond star in February 1952. 


AS DEPUTY TO DR. YORK, General 
Yates will play an important role in major 
weapons decisions. The Army likely will not 
be overjoyed at this assignment, in view of 
the fact that it is Dr. York’s office which 
holds the key to the future of the Zeus pro- 
gram. 


ARMY WEAPONS PROGRESS AND PROB- 
LEMS will be spotlighted at the end of April 
and beginning of May. As Congress prepares to 
complete action on the fiscal ’61 budget, the 
71st annual meeting of the U. S. Armor Asso- 
ciation at Ft. Knox, Ky., 28-29 April is certain 
to call attention to the need for better armor. 
On an across-the-board scale, the need for Army 
modernization will be stressed during Project 
Man at Ft. Benning, Ga., 2-4 May. 


PROJECT MAN (Modern Army Needs) will 
bring together hundreds of Service representa- 
tives, civilian leaders from Government, top in- 
dustry executives, and members of Congress. 
The Army can only hope that it will match the 
success of Project Ammo, a similar effort held 
two years ago at Ft. Bliss, Tex. 


AUTHORITY TO PURCHASE 50-STAR 
FLAGS before the wear-out of present flags will 
be given to a number of U.S. military command- 
ers, including all Hawaii-based units and activi- 
ties. On after 4 July, the 50-star flag also will 
be displayed by all commands of the level of 
Army, Fleet, Air Force and above, and by 
MAAG’s and Missions. 


THE NEW FLAG also is authorized for 
immediate procurement use in ceremonies at 
the Marine Barracks in Washington, D. C., 
and by Commander of Naval Support Force 
Antarctica. 


IN ADVANCE OF SUMMER VACATIONS, 
the Army Corps of Engineers will make avail- 
able late this month a brochure which will show 
all CE water resources projects with recrea- 
tional facilities. It can be obtained without cost 
from a District and Division Engineer offices 
and from the Technical Liaison Division, Office 
of the Army Chief of Engineers, Washington 25, 
D. C. The new brochure is certain to be in heavy 
demand. During 1959, visitor attendance at CE 
water resource projects hit an all-time high of 
106.5 million; a decade ago, it was only 16 mil- 
lion. 


THE ARMY’S SOCIAL STRUCTURE will 
come under study at the Army Social Work Con- 
ference 2-4 June in Atlantic City. After successes 
in reducing maladjustment problems among re- 
cruits and reducing stockade populations, the 
military social workers now will aim at increasing 
soldier effectiveness throughout the Army. 


A NAVY HURRICANE SPECIALIST, Capt. 
Julius F. Steuckert, USNA ’40, is headed for 
a sharp change in climate. He will leave duty 
as Commander of the Fleet Hurricane Forecast 
Facility in Miami to take command of the Fleet 
Weather Center at Kodiak, Alaska. 


ARMY CORPS ORGANIZATIONS in the U. §. 
which are responsible for Reserve activities wil] 
lose scores of officers by retirement this Spring 
and Summer. Among those retiring, many will 
live permanently in areas of their final active 
duty assignment. This “last duty choice” is wel. 
comed greatly by individual officers, but there 
are many persons in the Active Army and the 
Reserve who maintain that the Reserve Program 
would benefit if fewer officers assigned to the 
Corps organizations were known to be headed 
for early retirement and permanent residence in 
the environs of their last assignment. 


SOME CORPS COMMANDERS maintain that 
over-all effectiveness would be enhanced dra- 
matically if the Department of the Army from 
time to time, picked up for promotion to briga- 
dier general and continued service a colonel] as- 
signed to one of the Corps headquarters, and who 
presumably was on his last assignment. 


ARMY AVIATION SCORED A “SPACE 
MISSION” last week when two Signal Corps 
pilots flew the first pictures taken by Tiros, the 
weather satellite, from Ft. Monmouth, N. J., to 
NASA Headquarters in Washington, D. C. The 
photos were flown by Capt. William M. Temple- 
ton, another Signal Corps pilot, in an H-19 heli- 
copter from the tracking station at Monmouth 
to Monmouth County Airport, where Capt. Lloyd 
J. Petty and Capt. Robert C. Jones were waiting 
in an L-23. They rushed the photos to Bolling 
AFB in the Nation’s Capital. 


ONLY MILITARY FAMILIES ARE DIS- 
CRIMINATED AGAINST in the matter of 
“free choice” for shiping their household 
goods. It was remarked at the DoD-Indus- 
try meetings on household goods shipment 
that Civilian employees of the Defense De- 
partment and other Government agencies are 
allowed to pick the firm which will move 
them. Military personnel at present are 
denied this privilege. 


HIGHEST RANKING OFFICER PRESENT 
at the DoD-Industry meeting this week on ship- 
ment of household goods (see page 19) was 
MSTS Commander, VAdm. Roy A. Gano, USN. 
He arrived just in time to hear representatives 
of the larger maritime firms deplore the new 
Defense Department directive which takes away 
some MSTS powers in regulating the ocean ship- 
ment of household goods for military families. 
Besides the possibility of losing some functions 
of his organization, Admiral Gano almost lost his 
little black notebook, which was returned to him 
from the stage by Dr. Gayton Germane, Defense 
Department Director of Transportation Policy. 


PLASTIC OWLS PLAY A KEY ROLE in 
defense of the Navy’s San Diego Electron- 
ics Laboratory sea gull strafing. The Office 
of Naval Research, responding to a plea 
from NEL, suggested that phony owls be 
positioned on the Lab’s oceanographic 
tower. The gulls have abandoned their raids. 


IT WAS RING-AROUND-THE-ROSEY with 
unopened parachutes at 4200 feet in the air for 
three members of the 77th Special Forces Group 
(Airborne) at Ft. Bragg, N. C. Members of the 
Army Special Warfare Center Sport Parachute 
Club, Sp5 Edgar Vickery, Sp4 Bill McCarthy 
and PFC Keith Jorgenson jumped from an H-2l 
helicopter holding on to each other.

required, revised in accordance with the provisions of this directive.” 
Specifically mentioned in the Directive are “medical services, including aero- 


medical evacuation,” 


In this area, the effect of the directive will be to cancel, at least, temporarily, 
Air Force plans to eliminate completely MATS aeromedical evacuation system 
within the U. S. by 1963. The order is also expected to force restoration of cuts 


already made in this system. 


The directive applies to all aspects of interservice support, which it defines as: 
Action by one Military Service or element thereof, to provide logistical and/or ad- 
ministrative support to another Military Service or element thereof. Such action can 
be recurring or non-recurring in character, on an installation, area or world-wide 


basis. 

The directive states that “The 
Secretary of Defense, in establish- 
ing annual service military and ci- 
villian manpower strengths, will give 
due consideration to the effort ex- 
pended by each Service in providing 
interservice support.” 

Disputes between the Military Depart- 
ments on the subject of mutual support, 
the Directive orders, will be submitted 
to Secretary Gates for resolution. 

All Services have been ordered to im- 
plement the provisions of the new inter- 
service support directive and report their 
implementing actions to the Defense De- 
partment before the end of June.

“Maximum practical utilization 
of interservice support will be 
achieved when overall economies 
can be realized without impair- 
ment of military effectiveness.

General David M. Shoup, Commandant of the Marine Corps, wants “as 
little vibration as possible” when he makes official visits. In a personal letter 
to field commanders he has set forth his policy on official visits as follows: 

“On any visit where the rendition of honors may be indicated, I do not 
desire that honors include a saluting battery, nor do I wish any departure 


“In the preparation of proposed itineraries, I want no special demonstra- 
tions scheduled. If a unit training schedule includes a training exercise or 
ordnance demonstration which happens to coincide with the approximate time 
of my visit, I offer no objection to the delay or advance of a few days of a 
particular phase of such scheduled training, to permit my observation. Except 
in rare occasions, my schedules will be promulgated in sufficient time to 
enable host activities to prepare an itinerary related to normal activities 
without shuffling training schedules or prior commitments. In other words, 
I want AS LITTLE VIBRATION AS POSSIBLE which might be related solely to my

With regard to social affairs, the Commandant emphasized that large 
receptions should be kept to a minimum and that other social activities in 
connection with his visit “remain on the small group level and be of an in- 
He desires as few off-post commitments as practicable.

“Gentle Wolfhound” 
Honored By Japan 


Japan has awarded the Sixth Class of 
the Order Of The Sacred Treasure to 
M/Sgt Hugh F. X. O’Reilly, 27th Infantry 
“Wolfhound” Regiment 25th Infantry 
Division, 

The presentation was made in Tokyo 
to Sergeant O’Reilly by Minister of 
Health and Welfare Yoshio Watanabe. 

Sergeant O’Reilly became known as the 
“Gentle Wolfhound” to a group of poor, 
undernourished Japanese children of the 
Holy Family Home Orphanage in the 
southern city of Osaka, Japan, at 
Christmas 1949, 

The “Wolfhounds” were then based 
near the city of Osaka, The unit decided 
to give a Christmas party for the children 
of the orphanage and Sergeant O’Reilly 
was one of the representatives of the unit 
selected to see that the party was a 
success, 

Upon his arrival at the orphanage, he 
noticed the plight of the children who 
were dressed in ragged clothing and 
living in a dilapidated shack and decided 
to institute a voluntary contribution 
campaign in his unit. 

At the start of the Korean conflict, the 
27th Infantry Regiment was rushed to 
Korea and into combat. Monthly con- 
tributions continued to support the 
children the men of the 27th Infantry 
“Wolfhounds,” had adopted in Osaka. A 
sister unit of the 27th Infantry “Wolf- 
hounds,” the Eight Field Artillery 
Battalion, joined in supporting the 
orphanage during the Korean conflict 
and has been a regular monthly con- 
tributor since. 

Nearly $300,000 has been contributed 
by the two units since 1949. 

Earlier this month Sergeant O’Reilly, 
his wife Yuko, and their three children, 
Hugh (4), Maria (2%), and Thomas (1), 
came to Japan on a vacation. They passed 
through Tokyo rather quietly and 
quickly, anxious to visit their “other 
children” of the Family Home Orphanage 
in Osaka, 

It was while O’Reilly was in Osaka 
that the announcement came that the 
Japanese Government would honor him 
with an award, 

There are plans to bring one of the 
children from the orphanage to Hawaii 
for a visit with the 27th Infantry “Wolf- 
hounds” and men of the 8th Artillery.

CONTROVERSY CONTINUES: 


More “Study” For 
Household Goods 


HE Pentagon’s second draft directive 

aimed at improving the shipment of 
household goods for Service families has 
been withdrawn and will be sent back 
to the drawing boards, 

This follows protests from Industry at 
meetings in Washington 45 April. 

Purpose of the controversial directive 
is to improve the quality of moving serv- 
ice provided to military families and to 
allow them a greater voice in selecting 
the firm which will move their belong- 
ings, 

The first Defense Department Direc- 
tive on the subject was issued in Decem- 
ber, but was withdrawn in January in 
the wake of Congressional and industry 
complaints, 

Following that meeting, an ad hoc In- 
dustry Advisory Committee has been 
meeting with DoD officials to write a 
second directive (THE JOURNAL, 26 
March), 

This second draft directive, withdrawn 
this week for further study, provided for 
an owner’s “veto” of a carrier if the “veto” 
was based on specific past experience, 
and gave the owners of household goods 
the right to a positive voice in the selec- 
tion of a carrier, provided the rotation 
system was maintained among the best 
qualified, lowest cost movers. 


Strongest opponents to the draft direc- 
tive were the ocean carriers. They had 
taken no active part in previous meetings 
on the directive. 

The maritime firms charged that the 
directive, while retaining the rotation 
principle for the van companies, took 
away the authority of the Military Sea 
Transport Service to enforce similar 
rotation among U. S. Flag vessels. 

Vice President F. G. Slater of Ameri- 
can Export Lines, told the Industry-DoD 
Meeting that his organization “feels 
strongly” that MSTS should continue to 
control the ocean-going part of house- 
hold goods shipment, and that the ocean 
farriers should be represented on any 
Committee which is drafting changes in 
shipping directives. 

Mr. Slater said that he found in the 
new directive “a definite discrimination

One member of the committee which 
consulted with DoD officials on the new 
directive, Ralph Johnson of Vanpac Car- 
riers, summed up feeling at the meeting 
by stating that “the entire thing is a 
compromise. Nobody is going to be com- 
pletely happy with every phase of it.” 
Nobody was. 

Russell Garrett, representing the Mov- 
ers Committee for the Equitable Distribu- 
tion of Government Traffic, another Com- 
mittee member, told the meeting this 
week: “I must firmly admit that we did 
not achieve all we hoped for.” But, Mr. 
Garrett said, “we are convinced that our 
industry can live with the provisions of 
the directive” provided they are carefully 
implemented. 

Mr, Alfred Crowe, who represented a 
group of the larger van associations at 
the DoD-Industry meetings, expressed 
opposition to the “rotation” features of 
the new directive. He said: “We believe 
first and foremost that the owner of the 
goods should have the right and preroga- 
tive” to select the carrier to whom he 
entrusts his property. 

Dr, Gayton Germane, Defense Depart- 
ment Director of Transportation Policy, 
said that the Defense Department would 
“reconsider” the matter. 

He said that because of the new protest 
by the ocean shippers, the Defense De- 
partment would study the possibility of 
re-establishing the rotation system of al- 
lotting the household shipments among 
the ocean shippers. 

Dr. Germane said he is still hopeful 
that an acceptable directive can be sub- 
mitted to Secretary of Defense Gates be- 
fore 1 July, and can be implemented at 
least 60 days after that.

Texas Instruments Develops New 
Radar Mapping System For Air Force 


A side-looking, all-weather radar that 
produces aerial maps of thousands of 
square miles of terrain per hour has been 
developed for the Air Force by Texas 
Instruments Incorporated of Dallas, It 
will give field commanders near-photo- 
graphic, up-to-the-minute information on 
troop and material movements behind 
enemy front lines, and pinpoint targets 
over wide areas. 


The new mapping radar, designated 
AN/APQ-55 by the Air Force, fills a 
need for complete, detailed tactical infor- 
mation on a ’round-the-clock basis, pene- 
trates camouflage, and “sees” through 
rain or fog with little or no degradation 
of the final pictures, Texas Instruments 
officials said. 

In the APO-55 radar, the perspective 
of distance is adjusted electronically so 
that items at the edge of the photo are 
of the same scale as those at the center. 
On an aerial photograph, ground dis- 
tances become compressed in perspective 
as the distance from the camera in- 
creases, Also, an aerial camera scanning 
a fixed angle will map less area as alti- 
tude decreases, The TI radar systems 
scan a constant ground area independent 
of altitude and can cover a wide area 
at low altitude, recording in fine detail 
with no perspective distortion. 

Radar mapping provides field com- 
manders with surveillance data within 
moments after the aircraft makes its 
pass. A new communications develop- 
ment by TI, a microwave data link, can 
transmit directly from the radar receiver 
and feed data back to a film recorder 
and processor at a remote combat post 
to provide field commanders and tactical 
air groups complete, up-to-the-moment 
informtaion on aggressor build-ups and 
movements. 

Systems have been flown by the Air 
Force, Army Signal Corps, and the Coast 


Guard, One of the uses of radar map. 
ping came when the Coast Guard mapped 
icebergs in the North Atlantic shipping 
lanes. 

Development of the AN/APQ-55 was 
begun by Texas Instruments in 1955, 
under an Air Force contract, completed 
and flight tested in only 16 months. The 
system is designed to map from either 
piloted or unmanned aircraft, at ground 
speeds of 200 to 800 knots, simultaneous. 
ly recording strips of terrain, either 3 or 
6 miles wide, on both sides of the air. 
craft. A modified version will map 10 or 
20-mile widths, Another modification wil] 
allow mapping at ground speeds up to 
2200 knots. 

Designed for low-altitude operation— 
1000 to 5000 feet—its light weight of 35 
pounds, including antenna, makes possi- 
ble its use in small aircraft without 
the removal of other normally carried 
equipment. Key factors in the small size 
and light weight achievement are the 
extensive utilization of transistors and 
a unique switching device developed by 
TI that allows a single radar to look 
alternately from either side of the air. 
craft through side-looking, back-to-back 
antennas. 

Radar returns are displayed as a single 
modulated trace on a cathode ray tube 
and recorded on film, TI developed and 
perfected a film pulling mechanism that 
carries the film past the trace on the 
tube face proportional to the ground 
speed and altitude of the aircraft, thus 
producing a continuous, high-resolution 
film strip. The success of this recorder 
contributed greatly to the universal use 
of strip map recorders in subsequent 
reconnaissance systems. 

An even more sophisticated system, 
with greatly extended range, is now in 
development, and is currently undergoing 
flight tests at TI’s avionics flight test 
center in Dallas.

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Career Chances For Dental Officers 
Vary; Air Force Has Lone General 


AREER opportunities for dental of- 
ficers in the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, are widely divergent. 

A JOURNAL survey shows that the Air 
Force lags far behind its sister Services 
in permanent and temporary general of- 
ficer promotions for dentists. 

Of the Navy’s 1587 Dental Corps offi- 
cers, one out of every 397 currently can 
aspire to flag rank. Among the Army’s 
1800 dentists, it’s one out of 600, In the 
Air Force, one out of 947 dentists can 
aspire to reach general officer rank. 
However, there is currently only one AF- 
dental service general officer for a to- 
tal corps of 1800 officers. 

The Navy has four Dental Corps flag 
officers. All hold permanent rank as 
Rear Admiral; three upper-half and one 
lower-half, All, receive two-star pay. 

The Army has three Dental Corps gen- 
eral officers. One is a permanent major 
general and the other two are perma- 
nent brigadier generals, 

In the Air Force, the lone general of- 
ficer in the Dental Service, Maj. Gen. 
James S. Cathroe, Assistant for Dental 
Services, holds the permanent rank of 
colonel, He has served in temporary gen- 
eral officer rank since July 1955. 

General Cathroe’s designation as As- 
sistant for Dental Services also differs 
from that of his contemporaries in the 
other two Services, 

In the Navy, RAdm, Curtiss W. 
Schantz is Assistant Cheif of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery (Dentistry), 
and in the Army, Maj. Gen. James M. 
Epperly is Assistant Surgeon General 
(Dental). 

Retirement laws also enter the pic- 


Because General Cathroe has not 
been promoted above the permanent 
rank of colonel he is subject to statu- 
tory retirement upon the completion of 
30 years’ service and five years in grade. 
His contemporaries in the other two 
Services are subject to the 35-and-5 rule. 

As a result, General Cathroe will be 
forced to retire next September at the 
age of 52, 4 

The Army’s two other Dental Corps 
general officers are Brigadier Generals 
Clarence P. Canby, Director of Dental 
Activities at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center, and Henry R. Sydenham, Di- 
rector of Dental Activities at Brooke 
Army Medical Center, Ft, Houston, Tex. 

In addition to Admiral Schantz, the 
Navy’s Dental Corps flag officers in- 
clude Rear Admirals Daniel W. Ryan, 
Ninth Naval District Dental Officer; 
Ralph W. Taylor, Inspector, Naval 
Dental Activities, Pacific Coast and 
Twelfth Naval District Dental Officer; 
and Clifford C, DeFord, Inspector Gen- 
eral, Dental, Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery. 

The Air Force informed THE JouRNAL 
that it has authorized a “Deputy Assist- 
ant for Dental Service,” but added that 
the post is “not filled at present.” Both 
general officer billets have been filled 
simultaneously only once since the Air 
Force was established, 

General officer billets in the Navy 
Dental Corps are established by law. In 
the Army, they are determined by Reg- 
ulation. In the Air Force, there is no 
specific law, regulation or predetermined 
policy.

Service Corps and Nurse Corps also are 
governed by statute. 

The Army is obliged by law to have a 
permanent two-star officer as Surgeon 
General and at the head of the Dental 
Corps, The present Surgeon General is 
Lt. Gen, Leonard D. Heaton. 

The Army also is required to place 
colonels at the head of the Nurse, Medi- 
cal Service and Medical Specialist Corps. 

The Air Force Surgeon General, who 
is now Maj. Gen. Oliver K. Niess, is guar- 
anteed no tenure in his present billet. 
No law stipulates that he must hold two- 
star rank as is the case in the Army 
and Navy. Similarly, other senior Air 
Force medical, dental and veterinary of- 
ficers have no guaranteed rank or tenure 
because of their billets, 

The Chief of the Army’s Veterinary 
Corps, Brig, Gen. Russell McNellis, was 
appointed to star rank almost immedi- 
ately after he was named to his pres- 
ent post. The Air Force’s Veterinary 
Chief, Col. Robert R. Miller has held 
the duty since September 1957, 

One major factor influencing the lack 
of rank for Air Force Medical Service 
officers is the shortage of general offi- 
cer authorizations for the line and other 
branches of the Air Force, General of- 
ficer slots are taken away from the Med- 
ical Service when it is determined by 
the Secretary of the Air Force that they 
are more needed elsewhere in the Air- 
Force. 

This apparently is the reason that the 
Air Force Veterinary Chief is a colonel, 
and explains why Maj, Gen, James S. 
Cathroe, Air Force Dental Chief, has not 
been promoted to higher permanent rank 
than cclonel.

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Army Orders 
Mauler Missile 


The Army has awarded a contract for 
$5.5 million to the Convair Division of 
General Dynamics Corporation, Pomona, 
Calif., for development of a highly mobile 
battlefield air defense missile system 
known as Mauler. 

The contract covers the first year of 
development. 

The Mauler will be a compact, highly- 
mobile weapon which will use solid-fuel, 
radar-guided missiles to destroy short- 
range, enemy ballistic missiles and rock- 
ets, and high-performance tactical air- 
craft that bomb, strafe, harass or recon- 
noiter near forward battle area positions. 


Development of Mauler anticipates 
that a future enemy will use tactical 
missiles and modern jet aircraft in close 
support of his own forward units, 

Each Mauler unit will be contained en- 
tirely in a single-tracked vehicle of a 
standard design. It will be fully mobile 
and capable of delivering accurate fire 
even while moving. This characteristic 
conforms to present Army policy—to give 
a high degree of mobility to all its new 
weapons systems so that an enemy is 
not presented with targets which are an- 
chored to the ground, 

The Army Rocket and Guided Missile 
Agency, a part of the Army Ordnance 
Missile Command at Redstone Arsenal, 
Huntsville, Ala. has overall charge of 
Mauler development. 

Each Mauler unit, which will be light 
enough to be carried by a fixed-wing air- 
craft or helicopter, and to be dropped 
by parachute into battle areas, will con- 
tain its own power supply, and target 
detection and electronic computer fire- 
control equipment, as well as its own 
batteries of missiles. 

Mauler missiles will be pre-packed in 
lightweight cases that will serve both as 
shipping containers and as launching 
tubes. 

One man will be able to operate the 
Mauler system, but each Mauler unit 
normally will carry a crew of two or 
three men—the operator, driver/radio- 
man, and, when necessary, commander. 








Ryan Builds “Viper” 
Parts For Grand Central 


The Ryan Aeronautical Company of 
San Diego has begun production of 
“Viper” rocket chambers for Grand 
Central Rocket Co., of Redlands, Calif. 

President T. Claude Ryan said delivery 
of the first units under the new contract 
will begin this month. The rocket assem- 
blies are 105 inches long and 6% inches 
wide, 

The steel alloy rockets are used to 
propel high-speed test sleds, ranging: up 
to the Mach 2 category, utilized at 
various bases as research tools to check 
human reactions and to aid in develop- 
ment of such equipment as parachutes, 
and low level ejection apparatus. In 
addition, aerodynamic shapes can be 
checked on such devices. 


Solar Gets Vertol Award 
For Army Copter Unit 


Solar Aircraft Company of San Diego 
has received an order for five new air- 
borne auxiliary power units which will 
go into the Army’s Chinook YHC-1B 
transport helicopter. 

Lynn D. Richardson, Solar Vice Presi- 
dent-Sales, said the order was received 
from Vertol Aircraft Corporation, Mor- 
ton, Pa., which produces the helicopter. 

The APU will be powered by Solar’s 
compact 80 hp Titan gas turbine engine, 
which will drive a hydraulic pump to 
start the helicopter’s main gas turbine 
engines, run accessory drives and utility 
systems, 

Vertol’s Chinook, a multi-turbine, twin- 
rotor helicopter, will carry a payload up 
to 8 tons and cruise at more than 135 
mph, It will be used by the Army as an 
advanced battlefield mobility vehicle.

New Model Hercules Transport Seen Help 
To MATS Modernization Program 


Lockheed’s Georgia Division at Mari- 
etta, where nearly 300 Hercules prop-jet 
transports have been built, reports that 
it is offering the Air Force, as an interim 
MATS modernization transport, an ex- 
tended range version of the C-130B long- 
range airlift airplane. 

This advanced “B” model will have a 
gross take-off weight of 155,000 pounds, 
20,000 more than the maximum take-off 
weight of C-130Bs now in service. 

Deliveries can start within 12 months 
after a firm go-ahead, Lockheed said, 
adding that “it will be the lowest-cost an- 
swer to the need of the miiltary services 
for more jet age airlift in the immediate 
future. Estimated flyaway price, based on 
a production run of 50 to 100 aircraft, 
will be slightly over $2 million,” accord- 
ing to a Lockheed report. 

Lockheed said increased performance 
of this version of the Hercules “B” is 
achieved by: 


“1, Beef-up of landing gears and sup- 
porting structures to take care of the 
added gross weight, and 


“2, By hanging 1,360-gallon pylon 
tanks under each wing. The tanks are 
to be attached under the 132-ft. wings 
between the nacelles of the turbine en- 
gines, They would increase the total fuel 
capacity from 6,960 U. S. gallons (car- 
ried in the C-130B wings) to a total of 
9,680 U. S. gallons,” 

This method of stretching the perform- 
ance of the Hercules gives an increase 
of approximately 15% in maximum take- 
off weight. In a hop from the West 
Coast to Hawaii, this version of the “B” 
will airlift 35,000 pounds of payload 
against a 50-knot headwind—a gain of 








approximately 20% in payload perform- 
ance over the present operational C- 
130Bs. 

This beefed-up “B” Hercules has a 
nonstop range of 3,050 nautical miles 
carrying 35,000 pounds of payload. At a 
range of 4,160 nautical miles, 22,000 
pounds of cargo can be airlifted. On such 
missions the airplane cruises at 300 knots 
true air speed, or better. 

At 155,000 pounds gross weight, the 
take-off run is 4,300 feet. Over a 50-ft. 
obstacle, the distance is 4,950. 

This prop-jet airplane has many ad- 
vantages over other types offered to the 
Air Force, according to Lockheed. Aside 
from the fact that it is by far the lowest 
in cost — the same price as current C- 
130Bs approximately—delivery of the first 
airplane could begin in only 12 months 
after a firm order is placed. A rapid 
build-up to a delivery rate of three per 
month could be achieved in only 19 
months from go-ahead. 

Versions of the Hercules are in op- 
eration with the U. S. Air Forces in 
Europe, Pacific Air Forces, Tactical Air 
Command, the Air Photographic and 
Charting Service (MATS), the Coast 
Guard, the Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command, and in various other 
military missions. Two foreign nations, 
Australlia and the Republic of Indonesia, 
have C-130s in service. 

Soon, C-130s will join the Marines and 
the Navy.

SAC Chief Tells Titan ICBM Gain; 
Renews Fight For B-70 Projeq 


ENERAL Thomas S. Power went be- 

fore the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee this week to report on the combat 
readiness of the Strategic Air Command 
and to state its needs for the future. 

“I am confident that we have an ef- 
fective force and that it can carry out 
its assigned mission today,’ General 
Power declared. “The best proof of this, 
in my opinion, is that we have not had 
a nuclear war up to this point. The chal- 
lenge is to maintain the status for the 
future.” 

General Power emphasized again the 
need for adequate support of an airborne 
alert. “As I see it,” he said, “there is no 
suitable alternative until we can be 
guaranteed reliable and effective mis- 
sile warning systems, coupled with a 
force postured and configured to be re- 
sponsive to whatever warning is avail- 
able.” 

Looking to the future, General Power 
said SAC supports the proposal to in- 
crease the number of Atlas ICBM’s in 
each of the 13 squadrons. Secretary of 
Defense Gates announced 6 April that 
such a plan has been approved by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower (See next page). 

General Power strongly recommended 
continuation of both the Atlas and Titan 
programs and reported that the MOD II 
Titan, with a storable propellant, “could 
be a very important factor.” This im- 
proved Titan provides an in-silo launch 
capability and an improved all-inertial 
guidance system. 

General Power noted that the new 
Titan system will permit a 50% reduc- 
tion in manpower per missile squadron.

Three mutually supporting tasks are in- 
cluded in the attainment of Iccal superiority, 
viz, air superiority, surface superiority, and 
a relative immunity from subsurface attack. 
No fighting force can live today, or in the 
foreseeable future, without air superiority. 
Various measures are planned and executed 
by operational commanders to insure this 
superiority. These measures include fighter 
sweeps, tactical bombing, aggressive search, 
all offensive in nature. They include decep- 
tion, active and passive, feints, traps, and 
other gambits which will lead enemy air into 
position where it can be destroyed by surface- 
to-air and air-to-air missiles. 

All of these measures are offensive in na- 
ture, and therefore cannot accurately be 
termed ‘‘Fleet Air Defense.’’ They fall more 
readily and appropriately under the term 
“‘Anti-Air Warfare.’’ 

Definition. Anti-Air Warfare (AAW)—Op- 
erations conducted against aircraft and/or 
missiles, their supporting forces, and oper- 
ting bases. Anti-Air Warfare is conducted as 
a corollary to, and in support of, the force 
mission. It comprises all measures, both ac- 
tive and passive, employed in achieving air 
superiority. 

Active Anti-Air Warfare is that action taken 
to destroy, or reduce to an acceptable level, 
the enemy air and missile threat, It includes 
such measures as the use of fighters, bombers, 
anti-aircraft guns, surface-to-air and air-to-air 
missiles, electronic countermeasures, and 
destruction of the air or missile threat before 
it is launched. 

Passive Anti-Air Warfare includes all meas- 
ures other than active which are taken to 
minimize the effects of hostile air action, 
These include cover, concealment, dispersion, 
deception (including electronic), and mo- 
bility. 


ivil Lines Cite MATS Deficiencies, 
Outline Steps Needed To Improve Airlift 


The Slick official said MATS “requires 
a considerable number of new types of 
aircraft for the specialties of its hard- 
core mission. At the same time, the na- 
tion as a whole needs expanded and 
modernized cargo airlift both to handle 
current routine military requirements 
and the civilian shipping requirements 
of our rapidly growing economy, and to 
provide the reserve that can surge to 
meet the airlift demands of wartime.” 

The responsibility for achieving the 
airlift necessary to perform its hardcore 
function rests ultimately with MATS, he 
said, and Slick fully supports “such ap- 
propriations and internal improvements, 
including more realistic training pro- 
grams, as may be necessary to equip 
MATS as a true weapons system capable 
of functioning as an integral part of our 
military forces, 

As for the “overall national airlift ca- 
pability,” he said “It is far more eco- 
nomic to rely upon civilian airlift ca- 
pacity, devoted in peacetime to both 
military and civilian operations, than to 
maintain a tremendous military capacity 
that would remain for the most part un- 
used until time of war.” 

Mr. Colhoun told the committee the 
civilian industry “has already indicated 


a willingness to go ahead in the develop- | 
ment of a truly-uncompromised turbine- | 


powered cargo aircraft.” He said, “With 
incentives and a teamwork 
spirit between Government and industry, 
a major step forward can be made in 
achieving the national cargo airlift goal.” 

He said few people would contend that 
Congress “should appropriate the vast 
sums necessary to enable MATS itself to 
maintain all of the tremendous reserve 
capacity needed for war. This sort of 
economic waste simply does not make 
sense.” 


It would be more in the national in- | 


terest, he said, to encourage the civilian 
industry to “put up the money required 
to do the job.” After determining what 


the civilian industry can feasibly con- | 
tribute, the next step would be to deter- | 


mine the contribution that could be 


made by the Air Force Reserve and the 
Air National Guard “outfitted with use- 
ful second-line aircraft,” and the “bal- 
ance of the needed airlift capability, plus 
special military hard-core requirements, 
would be assigned to MATS.”
